REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-11,41, and 42 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a radiation-shielded X- 
ray module, including wherein the X-ray tube and the high voltage power supply are 
encapsulated in a solid, electrically-insulating encapsulant containing a radio-opaque material 
distributed within the encapsulant, the encapsulant being in direct contact with substantially the 
entire X-ray tube and the high voltage power supply, the encapsulant being substantially free 
from entrained air, in combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 2-11, 41, 
and 42 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
